Tax rates decrease perp Foundation 


_but bills climb

WILMINGTON — _ The 
Board of Selectmen has 
oheé again voted to approve 
a 175-percent shift from the 
residential class tax levy to 
the * commercial/industrial 
and personal class. This is 
the. maximum allowable 
shift “as dictated by state 
law, and the board has voted 
to approve it every year for 
‘well over a decade. 

« The-shift represents a min- 
imum residential factor 
«777881 for fiscal year 2019. 

- According to Principal As- 
‘ssessor Karen Rassias, the 
‘avérage tax bill increase this 
‘year for residential property 
‘owners is $290.74. Commer- 
‘cial._property owners will see 
‘an*increase by $2176.71. This 
sizeable increase in dollar 
svaluezcomes despite the fact 
that:the actual tax rate has 
ideereased, due to an even 
‘gréater increase in residen- 
tial property values. 

‘ The*average single family 
residential property last 
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year was valued at $439,673, 
while this year the average 
residential single family 
value is $481,922. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
said he supported the tax 
shift, and inquired whether 
there was potentially a way 
to further relieve senior res- 
idents of their tax burden. 

Rassias responded that 
there are a number of ex- 
emptions, in addition to tax 
work-off programs, for sen- 
ior residents in town. She 
added that there are also 
specific exemptions for vet- 
erans and for the blind. 

“We do have about 255 ex- 
emptions that are granted 
every year,” Rassias noted. 

Selectman Jonathan Eaton 
added that exemption and 
work-off programs have the 
potential to strengthen the 
bond between citizens and 
their local government. 

“Dovetailing off of Mr. 
McCoy’s point, I would be 
interested to see an adjust- 
ment in some of the thresh- 
olds for some of those ex- 
emptions to be available to 
the demographics that you 
had referenced,” Eaton said. 

In response to McCoy’s and 
Eaton’s comments, Rassias 
also noted that there is a cir- 
cuit breaker refund avail- 
able to senior citizens that 
simply requires the submis- 
sion of paperwork. She said 
that relevant information

A warning issued by the 
Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration just before Thanks- 
giving urged consumers to 
throw out romaine lettuce 
due to an outbreak of 
E.coli.

Mariachi performers 
come to Pancho’s

WILMINGTON — Wilming- 
ton residents may soon have 
the opportunity to listen to a 
live mariachi band right 
here in town. 

At a meeting on Nov. 27, 
the Board of Selectmen 
unanimously voted to ap- 
prove a request by Pancho’s 
Cantina to host mariachi 
performers on its slower 
business days, contingent 
upon approval by the build- 
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ing inspector. 

Restaurant owner and 
liquor license manager Fon- 
zi Chavez explained that 
there are a few potential 
groups, and that any chosen 
would walk around the 
restaurant and play their 
instruments and sing. The 
acts would range from one 
performer to a group of 
three to four. 

“It’s something unique, 
something different, and I 
do support it,” said Select- 
man Michael McCoy. 

“I think it’s great, I can’t 
remember the last time we 
had a mariachi band in 
town,” added Selectman 
Greg Bendel. 

Town Manger Jeffrey Hull 
noted that there is a require- 
ment that, if the capacity 
exceeds 125, including staff, 
a licensed crowd control 
manager would need to be 
present during the time of 
the performance. The 
restaurant capacity is 150, 
with seating for 125.

One important job on the 
railroad was that of time- 
keeper, and that is what 
Gardner Ritchie did. He 
served the town on the Plan- 
ning Board and the Board of 
Public Welfare. 

A year and a half later, Rit- 
chie was awarded a Car- 
negie Gold Medal for Life- 
saving. The annual award 
was established by steel ba- 
ron Andrew Carnegie. 

Ritchie had moved to Wil- 
mington from Salem when 
he married Rose Porter. 
Their five children included 
John Ritchie, former Wil- 
mington High School foot- 
ball coach and police officer. 

On March 14, 1930 a 
smokey fire broke out about 
midnight in a one story 
home on Westdale Avenue. 
Norman W. Perry found fel- 
low firefighter Jerome J. 
O’Leary unconscious. He 
removed him to open air and 
applied resuscitation for 
some.30 minutes, successful-

ly reviving him. 

Norman Perry was hon- 
ored with the Boston 
Traveler Gold Medal of 
Honor for his life-saving 
effort. It was presented as a 
surprise at a town meeting 
in the Grange Hall. The 
medal was awarded to police 
and firemen for exceptional 
service 

Perry was 31 at the time, 
living with his parents, 
Charles and Emma Perry on 
Church Street. He was an 
MIT graduate, working as a 
chemist at the Merrimac 
Chemical Co. plant in North 
Woburn. In later years, he 
owned the Shell gas station 
at Lowell and Main streets. 
In 1931, he was elected to the 
Wilmington School Commit- 
tee. 

He was the grandson of 
John W. Perry, who ran the 
blacksmith shop at Perry’s 
Corner for many years. 

O’Leary was a selectman 
at the time, and was an out- 
spoken Democrat.

Our 
economic future and vision 
appears to be more of what 
thé’ power base wants and 
théir narrow vision. The 
proof is in the pudding. 

As a result, we are now faced 
with the possibility of a detox 
facility alongside a residential 
neighborhood that could also 
at some point house a me- 
thadone clinic. Once a detox is 
approved, there appears to be 
no mechanisms for stopping 
the owners from creating a 
methadone facility. How could 
this ever be good for the town 
in this area? 

This can be a "pay to play" 
scenario and there are many 
instances where for-profit 
“clinics” are taking advan- 
tage of vulnerable victims of 
addiction with the sole inten- 
tion of making lots of money 
under the pretense of com- 
munity concern. It is disgust- 
ing: Recently, there was a 
story on CBS called ‘Metha- 
done Mile’ in Boston. I en- 
courage you to watch it here 
https://www.youtube.com 
/watch?v=IT4MSAZGYa4. 

They claim they care, but 
do.they? How is adding insult 
te injury in an area already 
Struggling caring? And for 
whio? I, as other North Wil- 
mington residents, have long 
advocated that there is a 
need for addressing the crisis 
of- addiction. We feel badly 
for people struggling and we 
all. have personally been 
faced with this issue one way 
or another. 

Drug addiction is an. over- 
whelming societal problem, 
and. one we can all agree 
must be addressed. But in 
doing so Wilmington’s social 
ahd economic health cannot 
be. sacrificed. Bottom line, 
this location is in completely 
the wrong place — it is as 
simple as that! You simply do 
hofsput these types of facili- 
ties: in neighborhood/com- 
mercial business districts. 


When I was a teenager I 
worked in Klemm’s diner in 
Center Square Lynn. At that 
time it was a vibrant district 
with lots of shoppers, families 
etc. Then President Reagan 
eliminated federal funding of 
mental institutions. Danvers 
State Hospital closed and pa- 
tients were relocated in com- 
munities like downtown Lynn. 

Concurrently, malls were 
opening up in the suburbs. 
Those two actions combined 
killed the local businesses 
and it devastated Lynn’s 
local economy. The city has 
yet to recover. At that time I 
also lived next to a place for 
war veterans who had men- 
tal health and substance 
abuse problems, so I know 
what I am talking about, I 
have experience of what it is 
like to be an abutter. It can 
be very trying. 

I moved here because I did 
not want to live in an area 
that had been “sacrificed.” 
There is a reason why stud- 
ies have shown land values 
drop around these types of 
facilities and people may 
avoid North Wilmington busi- 
nesses. 

In similar ways, like Lynn, 
I believe North Wilmington 
can not absorb this negative 
impact and I resent the no- 
tion that fellow citizens and 
businesses will be that “sac- 
rificial lamb” while lining 
the pockets of a few. And 
that is what this is about, 
money, not what is in the 
best interest of the town oth- 
erwise it would move to the 
other property where the 
new by-law has designated it 
to be a better fit. 

I hope every resident from 
the impacted area along 
with general townspeople 
attend the ZBA meeting on 
Dec. 12 and demand that the 
ZBA protect one of our 
town’s only neighborhood/ 
business districts from this 
ill-conceived project. The 
time is now to take a stand 
on the issues that affect us 
all. So please help protect 
North Wilmington and let 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
know on Dec. 12, that this 
project is the right thing but 
in the wrong place and is not 
in harmony with the sur- 
rounding neighborhood and 
business district. 

Let’s send a message and 
start a trend toward local gov- 
ernment representing ALL of 
its people.

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Supreme Court efforts in civics educatio on.

“If we want our students to 
actually learn the facts and 
concepts and ideas we’re try- 
ing to teach them, they have 
to. experience those things in 
some way that rises above 
abstract words on paper. 
They have to process them. 
Manipulate them. To really 
learn in a way that will stick, 
they have to DO something. 
When we do little more than 
have students copy down in- 
formation or fill out work- 
sheets, we are making school 
an awful place to be, “ com- 
mented educational writer 
and researcher Jennifer Gon- 
zales. 

For many this hits home. 

This is an interesting. point 
and references the efforts all 
our teachers need to achieve 
to make all of this happen, 
as it made me think of how 
family business firms devel- 
oped as our schools gave the 
students the basics and some 
focus for achievement. 

In a family that had a local 
business, students often in 
decades followed the family 
and brought achievements to 
the generations before them 
and kept the family business 
going, as we see in the Town 
Crier, all the way back to the 


old leather factories that 
filled our landscape in those 
years way back. 

Now the success of the re- 
gional vocational schools 
have become locations for 
some students to focus head- 
ing in similar directions, as 
the curriculum has changed 
to include some up to date 
needs including robotics, 
advanced welding plus: many 
other high-tech curriculum 
areas. Competition is most 
serious in these schools in 
many geographic areas, as 
preparing someone for a job 
post high school is the focus 
for so many students not 
desirous of college education 
or for others, who desire this 
type of high school career 
and standard sources in the 
their college preparation.

Meanwhile, Supreme Court 
Justice Sonia Sotomayor is

Just beginning her 10th 
term on the court, Sotomay- 
or feels that too little civics 
education is taking place in 
our public schools. The Mas- 
sachusetts Board of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Educa- 
tion has required all local 
school districts to include an 
8th grade unit and project in 
civics education during the 
school year. The reality of 
this issue is that most teach- 
ers at all grades have been 
doing a great deal of this but 
time and other curriculum 
mandates have prevented 
more on this important topic. 

Likewise in terms of com- 
munity service, many school 
districts are affiliated with 
local community projects, as 
well as the great Project 351 
at the state level which is a 
non-profit organization that 
is always promoting, devel- 
oping and implementing 
community services.

Recently, a member of the 
Concerned Citizens of Wil- 
mington was doing some 
online research and discov- 
ered an alarming article in 
the Aug. 7 edition of the Wash- 
ington Post. The article was 
authored by Ashley Halsey III. 
It is titled, “Suicide by train is 
in decline, but deaths of peo- 


ple who trespassed on rail- 
road tracks increased in 2017.”

The piece features statis- 
tics collected by the Federal 
Railroad Administration 
(FRA). Data excerpted from 
the article includes: 

¢ More than 300 times last 
year, people walked onto rail- 
road tracks to intentionally 
put themselves in the path of 
a train — and in 266 cases 
they successfully committed 
suicide. 

e A report conducted for 
the 2007-2010 period found 
that all of those who died 
had abused alcohol or drugs, 
and all but two suffered from 
mental illness. 

¢ The 2007-2010 report also 
noted: At the time they step- 


| ped in front of a train, half had 


consumed alcohol or illegal or 
prescription drugs. Addition- 
ally, more than half suffered 
from a chronic physical illness 
that often caused pain. 

e “Choosing a violent meth- 
od, such as suicide by rail, 
has been associated with 
substance abuse or depend- 
ence and psychotic disor- 
ders,” said another FRA 
report published four years 
ago. “The individuals includ- 


ed in this report were more 
likely to have a mental disor- 
der (96 percent) or a drink- 
ing (62 percent) or substance 
abuse (58 percent) problem 
than individuals who chose 
other suicide methods.” 

This article provides the 
most compelling evidence 
that the town should not per- 
mit the construction of a de- 
tox facility at this location. 
If the construction is “green- 
lighted” there may be con- 
siderable legal exposure if a 
patient hearing the trains all 
day and night gets the idea 
to end his/her withdrawal 
torment using “Suicide by 
train.” 

Locating a detox facility at 
362 Middlesex is an avoid- 
able recipe for disaster. 

Last Dec. 16 the citizens of 
Wilmington banded together 
to overwhelmingly pass Ar- 
ticle-II. The article was 
drafted by Selectman Mi- 
chael McCoy. The bylaw 
opened-up large tracts of 
industrially zoned land for 
use by medical facilities to 
include detox centers. These 
parcels are quiet, remote 


and provide a supportive 
environment for detoxifica- 
tion, rehabilitation and

To compound the ava- 
lanche of papers that inun- 
date our homes each day, the 
holiday season brings its 
own storm of catalogs and 
shopping flyers aimed at lib- 
erating you from your hard- 
earned money. No matter 
what the online shopping 
industry may tout about its 
Black Friday and Cyber 
Monday sales, catalogs still 
own the “push” marketing 
arena and manage to infil- 
trate our homes. 

Whether from online mer- 
chants or traditional brick 
and mortar stores, mailbox- 
es are stuffed with post- 
cards, catalogs disguised as 
lifestyle magazines, endless 
envelopes of return address 
labels and plastic pouches 
with yet more “limited time 
offers” tucked inside. 

Have you ever wondered if 
there was a way to stop the 
onslaught? Relief, it seems, 


is just “-k or two away. A 
com} oted to helping 
consi em the tide of 


junk mail, Catalog Choice, 
has helped over two million 
users cancel specific cata- 
logs and other types of pro- 
motional mail for the last 


eight years. 

The company is focused on 
reducing the massive and 
unnecessary paper waste 
stream that consumes huge 
amounts of water and ener- 
gy to produce and recycle 
junk mail. To opt out, simply 
create an account with your 
email and a password. 

The company states it has 
nearly 10,000 titles in its da- 
tabase ranging from cloth- 
ing brands to credit card 
companies to charities, and 
has processed over 640,000 
opt-outs. According to calcu- 
lations by Catalog Choice 
and the Environmental Pa- 
per Network, these opt-outs 
correspond with “an esti- 
mated savings or diversion 
of 70 million gallons of wa- 
ter, 8.5 million pounds of 
waste, and over 20 million 
pounds of C02.” 

Beyond helping the envi- 
ronment, Catalog Choice al- 
so claims to protect con- 
sumers from scams. In addi- 
tion to catalogs and cou- 
pons, the service can help 
users get rid of junk mail 
that uses ads and gimmicks 
to solicit money by mislead- 
ing and preying on vulnera- 
ble consumers, oftentimes 
targeting the elderly.

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BOSTON — A Wilmington 
contractor and his two com- 
panies will pay up to $125,000 
to settle allegations that 
employees illegally removed 
and-disposed of asbestos and 
_ construction debris while de- 
molishing a home in the 
town,, Attorney General Mau- 
ra Healey announced. 

“Construction and demoli- 
tion'work involving asbestos 
must be done in a safe and 
legal-way to protect workers 
and’the public,” AG Healey 
said, “We will take action 
against contractors who ille- 
gally dispose of asbestos and 
put the public at risk of 
harni.” 

The consent judgment, 
entered Friday in Suffolk 
Superior Court, settles a law- 
suit’ filed by the AG’s Office 
that alleges Langone Devel- 
opment Group, Inc. (a con- 


tracting company), 3 Holly 
Street, LLC (the property 
owner), and Jonathan S. 
Langone (the president and 
manager of both compa- 
nies), violated the state’s 
clean air law while haphaz- 
ardly knocking down a sin- 
gle-family house in 
Wilmington. The lawsuit 
alleges the defendants failed 
to remove exterior asbestos 
shingles from the house and 
did not take any necessary 
safety precautions. 

The AG’s Office alleges the 
defendants’ actions caused 
a visible dust cloud of asbes- 
tos to be emitted in the air, 
putting the health of their 
workers and residents in the 
Wilmington neighborhood at 
risk. 

The lawsuit also alleges 
that the Langone and his 
employees violated the

Holden’s vendor gave a 
refund, which was helpful, 
as the replacement iceberg 
lettuce shot up in price due 
to demand. 

“We put notices up for our 
customers and offered 
them iceberg and green leaf 
lettuce instead,” she said. 

Holden said that cus- 
tomers were understanding 
and appreciated the store 
being proactive. Holden 
said that the café only uses 
romaine from Arizona, an 
area ultimately deemed 
not the source of the con- 
taminated lettuce, but pul- 
led it per the FDA recom- 
mendations. 

“We will put it out again 
as soon as the product is 
cleared and available from 
our suppliers,” she said. 

Holden also emphasized

Maguire said there are no 
romaine-based products in 
the stores yet, but they are 
hoping to have it by the 
weekend. 

“All 88 stores had all prod- 
uct pulled,” and Maguire 


explained that mixed salad 


suppliers had to go back 
and reformulate. 

“Some mixes use baby 
romaine, so they found sub- 
stitutes” he said. “Iceberg, 
green and red leaf, Boston 
lettuce, and others were still 
available for customers.” 

Tewksbury Health De- 
partment Director Susan 
Sawyer said that she be- 
lieves the new labeling 
requirements will give the 
producers and the FDA a 
better chance of pinpoint- 
ing issues. 

“Consumers should know 
that going forward, ro- 
maine lettuce will be 
labeled with harvest loca- 
tion and date. So, if you 
don’t see this information, 
they should not eat or use 
it,” said Sawyer, reiterat- 
ing the FDA guidelines. 

The FDA tracks food 
borne illness and outbreaks 
and issues warnings to the 
public about salmonella 
and E.coli findings. Pro- 
ducts such as shell eggs, 


greens, melons, seafood 


and cake mixes have all 
had warnings issued by the 
FDA in 2018. :

This was also Tewksbury’s 
most lopsided victory since 
beating Lowell 42-0 in 2000.

Tewksbury scored the four 
touchdowns in the first half 
on a 17-yard run, a 30-yard 
interception return, a 
blocked punt recovered in 
the end zone and then on a 
14-yard pass to Connor 
Brincklow. 

Wilmington was missing 
seven or eight 
starters/experienced play- 
ers, who were all out due to 
injuries and were forced to 
play a lot of underclassmen, 
who had barely any varsity 
experience.

Rams and Cougars battle 
until the end in first 
Thanksgiving Game clash

READING -- Despite the 
fact that there were no play- 
off implications for either 
team, last week’s 
Thanksgiving Day football 
game pitting Shawsheen 
Tech against Austin Prep 
was certainly a newsworthy 
event and warranted the 
media attention it received. 

First and foremost, Austin 
Prep’s Bill Maradei, who 
decided to retire from foot- 
ball coaching duties after 
patrolling the sidelines for 
forty-five years, captured a 
hard-fought win in his 
career finale by out-dueling 
the visiting Rams, 14-8. 

Maradei’s record of 267- 
146-4, split between his years 
at,Dom Savio and AP, places 
him in the upper echelon of 
Massachusetts high school 
football coaches, ranked 11th 
overall. 

Following completion of 
the contest and traditional 
player handshake at mid- 
field, Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile made his way to 
the opposition’s post-game 
huddle before addressing his 
own team. He embraced 
Maradei and then spoke 
briefly to the AP players. 

“T just told them that they 
were very fortunate to have 
played for a great guy and a 
great coaching staff,” 
answered Costabile, when 
asked what he said to the 
team that had just dealt him 
a loss. “In the days ahead, 
they’ll think back and real- 
ize they had an opportunity 
to,play for a legend.” 
.“Coach Maradei is a spe- 
cial guy and he has been a 
very good influence in my 
life and in the lives of many 
people for years,” continued 
Costabile, who wrapped up 
the 2018 campaign at 4-7 
overall. “He has done so 
much for so many. I’m proud 
of him, going out a winner, 
because he has been a win- 
ner his entire career.” 

Amid Massachusetts high 
school football rivalries that 
have endured for more than 
a century, such as Wellesley- 
Néedham and _  Malden- 
Medford, for example, 
Austin Prep has bounced 
from one Thanksgiving 
opponent to another for a 
number of years. 
Shawsheen, meanwhile, was 
forced to seek out a holiday 
replacement after Greater 
Lowell ended a twenty-five 
year run, succumbing after 
dropping seventeen straight 
to the Rams. It was an obvi- 
ous solution to _ pair 
Shawsheen and AP, six miles 
apart, and fashion a new 
rivalry. 

If the games ahead are 
anything like the first, ath- 
letes and spectators alike 
are in for a special treat. 

In the first edition, Austin 
Prep commanded the 
ground game from the out- 
set, racking up 293 rushing 
yards. The tailback tandem 
of Lucas Gebolys (15 carries, 
110-yards) and Dylan Cann 
(13 carries, 104-yards) 
accounted for the lion’s 
share of the yardage but 
oddly enough, neither fig- 
ured in the scoring. Both 


Cougar TD’s belonged to QB 
Matthew Rubino. 

The go-ahead score, 
notched with 3:46 remaining 
in the first quarter, featured 
steady doses of Gebolys and 
Cann over a 12-play, 80-yard 
series capped with a 3-yard 
plunge by Rubino. The sen- 
ior QB also rushed for a 2- 
point conversion to put the 
Cougars in front, 8-0. 

The Shawsheen defense 
played admirably, standing 
up to prolonged drives. In 
the first half alone, Austin 
Prep engineered a pair of 
defensively exhausting 10- 
play series. But while the 
Rams gave up ground, 
points were at a premium. 
Austin Prep executed 51 
offensive plays to the Rams 
31 but again, Shawsheen was 
in range until the bitter end. 

Speaking of bitter, the 
record-breaking Artic cold 
snap, featuring field temper- 
atures at game _ time 
between 13-15 degrees laced 
with a steady wind, made 
for a difficult morning for 
both the participants and 
spectators. The conditions 
were so punishing, in fact, 
that the officials and coach- 
ing staffs agreed to abbrevi- 
ate the game, reducing quar- 
ters from 11 to 10 minutes. 

Shawsheen saw a promis- 
ing series, midway through 
the second quarter, snuffed 
out with a turnover. Starting 
from their own 20, Dylan 
Timmons got the Rams moy- 
ing with a pair of rushes. 
Forward progress was limit- 
ed so QB CJ Zemetres went 
to the air, finding Josiah 
Martinez with back-to-back 
throws. Ryan Quinones 
hauled in a 21-yarder to 
reach the midfield stripe fol- 
lowed by an 18-yard Conor 
Rooney run. The drive 
stalled on the AP 32 and 
before long, the ball was in 
the hands of a defender on a 
deflection. 

With 7:56 left in the game, 
Rubino leaned in from the 2 
to polish off yet another 
marathon series. The 
Cougars failed on the 2-point 
try but led, 14-0. 

On the ensuing kickoff, 
Martinez breathed life into 
the Ram’s hopes for a rally. 
Collecting the ball on his 
own 36, the junior receiver 
shook off a pair of would-be 
tacklers and then found a 
seam, sprinting to the day- 
light. Shawsheen reduced 
the deficit to 14-8 when 
Zemetres rifled one _ to 
Santino Garofalo for a 2- 
pointer. 

“Those were great efforts 
by Josiah and Santino and 
bought some excitement 


back into the game,” said 
Costabile. 
Shawsheen held the 


Cougars and got the ball 
back with just under 4-min- 
utes remaining. Zemetres 
was 3-of-7 and eventually 
reached the AP 33. But after 
a costly penalty, the Rams 
were unable to muster a 
play for 4th-and-10 and relin- 
quished the ball on downs. 

“We played an inspired 
football game today but fell 
a little short,” said 
Costabile. “We gave it every- 
thing we had and I’m very 
proud of their effort.”

READING -- Amid the fan- 
fare of a __ first-ever 
Thanksgiving Day match-up 
between a pair of accom- 
plished football programs, 
Shawsheen Regional 
Technical and Austin 
Preparatory, it wasn’t lost 
on the hardy spectators, who 
turned out in droves on a 
sub-twenty degree morning, 
that they were witnessing 
the end of an era. 

Standing watch from the 
sidelines of a high school 
gridiron for the final time, 
Austin Prep head coach Bill 
Maradei guided his team to 
a 14-8 win over Shawsheen, 
adding one more triumph to 
his enviable 266-146-4 life- 
time record. 

In the first-ever holiday 
meeting of what promises to 
be a great rivalry, Austin 
Prep took an 8-0 lead on QB 
Matthew Rubino’s 3-yarder 
at the tail end of the first 
quarter. Rubino struck again 
at the outset of the fourth, 
striking from the ~°2. 
Shawsheen answered on the 
ensuing kickoff, with a 64- 
yard romp from Josiah 
Martinez but the Rams ulti- 
mately fell short. 

Maradei, of Reading, 
recently decided to continue 
working as a_ science 
teacher with Austin Prep but 
to retire from football and 
hand over the reigns of the 
Cougars, a team he has 
coached since 1993. During 
that span, he led his charges 
to a 165-108 mark, as well as 
a trio of Super Bowl] visits. 

“Although we won’t have 
Coach patrolling our side- 
lines next year, he will still 
be very involved with our 
athletic department and 
school,” said Austin Prep 
Director of Athletics 
Jonathan Pollard. “Coach 
has decided he will continue 
teaching here at Austin and 
has no finish line in sight for 
his other responsibilities 
with the athletic depart- 
ment; ticket taker, score- 
board operator, and of 
course, event security.” 

At the outset with Austin 
Prep, Maradei was tasked 
with rebuilding the program 
and struggled through a pair 
of losing campaigns. In his 
third year, the talented 


coach led the Cougars back 
to winning ways, wrapping 
up 1995 with a 7-3 overall 
record. 

The following season, 
Maradei delivered on the 
promise to a talented group 
of athletes, marshalling 
them to a Super Bowl 


appearance on the heels of a 


stellar 11-1 season. 
Unfortunately, the Cougars 
suffered a demoralizing 20-0 
shutout defeat at the hands 
of Weston High School in the 
1996 Division 6B Eastern 
championship game. 

It wasn’t long, however, 
before Maradei redeemed 
himself. At the turn of fhe 
century, in 1999, Austin Prep 
blanked West Bridgewater, 
24-0, to claim the coach’s 
first Super Bowl 
Championship since joining 
the AP program. 

Several of Maradei’s ath- 
letes in that memorable 
game hailed from 
Wilmington, including 
Dennis Sullivan, the late 
Jim McGonagle, and Derek 
Mazza, the team’s quarter- 
back. As a freshman, Mazza 
was under center for the 
earlier Super Bowl heart- 
break loss to Weston. 
Victory, as they say, heals 
all wounds. 

“Having a winning year 
senior year is all that mat- 
ters,” said co-captain 


Mazza, after leading the 
Cougars to their first-ever 
Super Bowl win. 
“Everything else in the past 
is so minimal, you don’t 
even consider it. You only 
use the past to grow from it 
and become a champion, 
which is what we are today.” 


Ten years later, Maradei 
claimed yet another Super 
Bowl trophy for the Austin 
Prep award display case. A 
crowning achievement, he 
engineered a convincing 38- 
15 victory over previously 
undefeated Holliston. 

“That 2009 Super Bowl was 
my Disney moment,” shared 
Maradei. “Both of my sons 
were on the field that day 
and both were contributing 
and that was a thrill. Also, 
my dad was still alive and he 
was in the stands. The game 
was played at Gillette 
Stadium, it was televised, 
and we beat a 12-0 Holliston 
team. We were big under- 
dogs going in. The whole 
thing was just surreal.” 

At the time, Maradei’s old- 
est son Billy was a junior 
and played both the fullback 
and defensive end positions 
and Mark, a sophomore, was 
a defensive tackle. 

Maradei, himself, was 
raised in East Boston and 
attended nearby Dom Savio 
High School, which shut- 
tered in 2007 after five

Yet despite all of that, Fitch 
still maintained a tremen- 
dous career of his own as a 
running back. 

In 1972, he scored the 
team's first touchdown of 
the season and that helped 
propel the Wildcats to a 9-0 
record and MVC Cham- 
pionship title, while being 
among the top ten scorers in 
the league. 

The following year, he was 
again among the top scorers 
in the entire league, includ- 
ing a big 32-yard TD and the 
only score of the game in a 
big win over Austin Prep. He 
was selected to the MVC All- 
Conference team as a DB, 
but was also selected to the 
North-South All-Star game 
as a two-way starter. 


BOB  BAVOTA 
(1975): At 5-foot- 
10, 195-pounds, 
perhaps No. 33 
was the most overlooked 
player when this project 
started, Bavota, a fullback, 
had some incredible per- 
formances, especially dur- 
ing his senior year. He had a 
156-yard game vs Stoneham, 
101 yards vs North Andover, 
107 yards vs Lawrence, 121 
yards with two scores 
against Billerica. 

Along the way that season, 
he rushed for over 1,000 
yards and also threw three 
halfback option touchdowns.

Described as a speedster 
with great hands, DePiano 
finished the season as the 
fourth best running back in 
the entire state. He had big 
performances against 


Tewksbury (166) and North 
Andover (3 TDs). 

The year before as a junior, 
he again led the team in 
scoring with five touchdown, 
again as the team struggled 
to win.
